THE WARNING was issued by 
Mr. Justice O'Connor when passing 
sentence on Leonard Eckel, Millet 
hardware merchant, who pleaded 
guilty to a manslaughter charge 
arising out of the death of Mrs. 
Christina Coughlin from injuries 
received when she was struck by 
an automobile operated by the ac- 
cused at the intersection of 109 
street and Jasper avenue, on Dec. 
17 last. 

Passing sentence on Eckel, Mr. 
Justice O'Connor said: “You have 
pleaded guilty to the charge that 
you did by wilful misconduct, while 
driving an automobile on the high- 
way in the City of Edmonton, un- 


tina Coughlin. 

“THE MATERIAL FACTS are 
that you, while intoxicated, drove 
a motor car at an excessive speed 
on Jasper avenue, overtook and 
passed a motor car on the wrong 
side, that you ran down and killed 
Christina Coughlin at the intersec- 
tion of 109 street, then sideswiped 
a motor car, but proceeded without 
stopping for a considerable distance 
until you finally collided with a 
post thereby injuring a passenger 
jin your motor car. 

“I am not unmindful of your 
youth, or your previous good con- 
duct, or the other mitigating cir- 
cumstances which your counsel has 
so ably put before me. The serious 
element of the offence is not only 
the death and injury you have oc- 


casioned, but the fact that you 
drove a motor car after drinking. 

“FATAL MOTOR CAR accidents 
are occurring all too frequently, It 
is necessary to bring home to motor 
car drivers the inevitable result to 
them of careless and drunken 
driving.

All Army Men 
Can Now Aspire 
For Leadership

Crerar, commander of the First 
Canadian Army overseas, declared 
at a luncheon meeting in the Mac- 
donald hotel Monday noon. 

GENERAL CRERAR was speak- 
ing as the honored guest to a joint 
luncheon tendered him by the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce and 
the Kiwanis club, 

Concerning the changed situation 
that has taken place in the com- 
missioned ranks in the Canadian 
Army as a result of increased op- 
portunities for education, the gen- 
eral said: 

“IN THE ARMY” centuries of ex- 
perience have proved the need for 
certain characteristics and attri- 
butes in its officers. The first re- 
quirements are those special quali- 
ties which typify the leader. The 
leader is marked .by his readiness 
to accept responsibilities and the 
possession of the character, know- 
ledge and education which con- 
vince others of his fitness to carry 
them out.

OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—(CP)—Canade’s domestic butter ration, faced by 4 


continuing decline in production, and by an increasing population will be slashed 


during March and April from six to four ounces a person a week, Finance Ministey 


Ilsley announced last night. 


ATTRIBUTING the move to a

production and increased consump- 
tion combined to make it necess- 
ary “if consumers are to be able to 
obtain butter for their valid eou- 
pons”, 

Continuing a four-months decline, 
butter output during January went 
down to 9,640,000 pounds, a 15.6 per 
cent decline from the January, 1945, 
total of 11,421,403 pounds. The six 
ounces ration had been established, 
a cut from seven, only recently in 
anticipation of such a slump. 

The prices board recently re- 
stricted supplies to quota users, 
such as restaurants and institu- 
tions.

War Crime Trials 
Vanquished at Stalingrad 
Nazi Tells of Soviet Drive

U.S. military commission to- 
day of permitting his troops 
to commit atrocities and was 
sentenced to be “shot to death 
with musketry.” 

THE VERDICT held Homma dir- 
ectly responsible for 80,735 killings 


bombing of Manila after it was de- 
clared an open city, Dec. 26, 1941. 

He was acquitted of a charge in 
a second indictment that he re- 
fused to grant quarter to American 
troops in Manila Bay when Gen. 
|Jonathan M. Wainwright offered to 
surrender May 6, 1942. 

The courtroom was jammed with 
spectators when Homma, dressed 
jin a white business suit and brown 
necktie, was led before the com- 
mission, The crowd had been 
warned previously that the verdict 
must be received in silence. 

IT WAS ANNOUNCED that the 
verdict had been reached in a 
}secret written ballot with two- 
thirds or more of the members con- 
curring. 

Homma, who speaks English 
fluently, listened intently as the 
verdict was read. Although he had 
wept three times when defence wit- 
nesses described him as_ kind- 
hearted and a peace-maker, he 
showed no emotion as he heard the 
death sentence pronounced. 

Homma glanced about the court 
room and then thanked the com- 
|mission for the “courteous ways of 
jthe people who conducted the 
| trial.” 

HE WAS ESCORTED immedi- 
ately back to prison.

Welcome, General Crerar 


General H. D, G. Crerar, commander of 
the First Canadian Army overseas in the 
late war, arrived in Edmonton last night and 
has been the recipient of an official welcome 
from the province, the city and military 
authorities, 

This and other functions have been 
planned to do honor to a great soldier and a 
great Canadian. 

It was the fashion—and a rather short- 
sighted fashion, as it proved—to decry, in 
the blind and fatuous days before the war, 
the qualities of professional military men. 
They were held up, in a sort of mild con- 
tempt, as warmongers and parasites and 
symbols of a tempestuous age that had gone 
forever. 

We know today that we owe our very 
national existence, not only to the gallantry 
and courage of the other ranks, but to the 
consummate skill of the men who led them. 
Among these latter, General Crerar occupies 
a high and honored place. 

We know, too, that mere training and 
experience and tactical and strategic skill 
were not enough in the recent war to qualify 
a man for successful military leadership. 
The tragic succession of competent and ex- 
cellent generals who had to be retired from 
their commands in all the Allied armies 
proved very definitely that the qualities of 
mind and heart essential to great leadership 
had to be much more subtle than the mental 
equipment provided by even the best of the 
military schools and academies, 

Indeed, the generals who survived the 
vicissitudes and changes and chances of the 
war did so, not only because of their train- 
ing and skill, but because of unusual attri- 
butes as men. They had to possess some of 
those properties of genius which elevate the 
individual in any walk of life. 

Edmonton welcomes General Crerar, 
then, not only in tribute to the part he played 
in winning the victory, but in tribute to the 
qualities that helped to add lustre to the 
performance of Canadian troops in the field. 

He has been an instrument of Canadian 
security. He has been an agency to enhance 
Canadian pride. 


Canada Must Do Its Share 


Against the dark background of threat- 
ening famine that hangs over Europe is one 
gleam of light. The nations are rallying to 
the rescue and joining in a fine self-denial 
effort to avert the menace. 

President Truman has called on the peo- 
ple of the United States to eat “black” 
bread, to speed up the slaughter of meat 
animals, perhaps to go again on meat rations, 
in order to spare more for the hungry mil- 
lions beyond the Atlantic. Britain has ship- 
ped food to the continent until its own re- 
serves are perilously low and its people living 
poorer than they did in wartime. Australia 
is dipping into its scant wheat stock to ship 
five million bushels more wheat to the 
afflicted area; The Argentine, also hampered 
by a poor crop in 1945, is shipping its entire 
exportable wheat supply. Canada is to scrape 
the bottom of the bin, at the risk of leaving 
less than the safe carry-over when the mar- 
keting year ends with July. 

The crucial period is the next five months 
or so. Then crops in Europe and other coun; 
tries in the northern hemisphere will start 
coming into use, and should the yields be 
good the danger will be past. At stake are 
the lives and health of 130 millions of people. 
It is estimated that from twelve to fifteen 
millions of these will die of starvation before 
mid-summer unless we who live in more 
favored areas tighten our belts enough to 
Spare them tle food they require. There is 
no hope that what are commonly rated as 
exportable surpluses of food from the great 
producing countries will suffice. We shall 
have to send some part of what we ordinarily 
would keep for our own use, 

It seems probable that in Canada, too, 
we shall have to eat “black” bread, and 
reasonably likely that conserving measures 
will have to be applied in other directions. 
Canadians will of course cheerfully do what- 
ever belt-tightening may be necessary to 
enable Canada to do its full share in saving 
the people of the older continent from dying 
for want of food. 


Scouting for Trade 


Hon, James A. MacKinnon is headed 
south again on a hunt for markets. He stop- 
ped at Mexico City long enough to sign a new 
trade agreement and is proceeding on a tour 
which will include several Central and South 
American states, probably with the same 
pleasant purpose in view. 

Canadians generally have never looked 
very expectantly in that direction when they 
thought of trade expansion. In this respect 
the crowded countries in Europe and the 
Orient drew almost exclusive attention in 
pre-war years. The prospect in those areas is 
less attractive at present, since countries in 
the older continents can only buy on time— 
they have not the goods to exchange,

AS A POLITICIAN, Franco has 
a great deal of sly cunning. His 
tragedy is that he has never had a 
policy. He has kept himself in 
power by appeasing first this sec- 
tion of the population, then that. 
And millions have been wasted for 
one project or another without 
bringing any real benefit to the 
country as a whole. 

It is in the interest of both Spain 
and Europe that Franco should go, 
but his departure has not been as- 
sisted by the sort of tactics recently 
employed by France, Britain and 
the United States. 

There has been much talk of 
France breaking off relations with 
Spain. This would certainly do more 
harm than good, as no Spaniard 
would be impressed by such a ges- 
ture coming from so unstable a 
government as that which now ex- 
lists in Paris.

Holland Offers 
Full Freedom 
For Indonesia 


BATAVIA, Feb. 11.—(AP)—Hol- 
\land offered yesterday to establish 
|@ commonwealth of Indonesia with 


jthe promise that “in our time” the 
{more than 60,000,000 natives would 
|have the right of self-determina- 
tion—to choose full freedom or 
|partnership in the Netherlands 
kingdom. 


THE PROPOSAL was disclosed 


the Nether- 
lands East Indies, after he sub- 
mitted it to Indonesian leaders. Sir 
Archibald Clark Kerr, special 
British envoy, seeking to end the 
strife in the rich Dutch crown 
colony, attended the conference of 
the Dutch and Indonesian leaders. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Premier Sutan Sjahrir 
of the unrecognized Indonesian re- 
public who said Saturday he had 
been delegated full authority from 
|his government to negotiate with 
Van Mook and Sir Archibald. 

Van Mook told newspapermen he 
believed the Indonesians would 
accept the prospect of “self-deter- 
mination in our time,” in prefer- 
ence to continued civil war. 


THE STATEMENT SAID the 
Netherlands government intended 
to draft a new democratic partner- 
|ship in the Dutch kingdom in con- 
sultation with authoritative Indo- 


|nesian representatives. The partner- 
ship would be maintained for a 
limited period sufficient to fulfill 
conditions for a free decision, when 
the partners could decide inde- 
pendently about the continuation, 

Under the commonwealth pro- 
posal all Indonesians would be 
given citizenship entitling them to 
civil rights in all parts of the 
Netherlands kingdom, 

Indonesian domestic affairs would 
be managed independently by the 
commonwealth’s own institutions, 
through a democratic represent- 
ative body of the Indonesian ma- 
jority, plus a cabinet with the 
representative of the crown as the 
top executive. } 

The representative would have! 
special powers to guarantee sound | 
administration and finance. A con- 
stitution would establish rights of 
freedom of worship and racial 
equality.

| Higher For 1946 


Edmonton's 1946 land and im- 
provements assessment roll shows 
an increase of $3,546,930 compared 
with 1945, according to a statement 
to be filed with city council on 
Tuesday night.

Mr. Lang referred to the ane 
nouncement which had appeared in 
the press regarding the company’s 
decision to pay an extra dividend 
to policyholders in 1946 in addition 
to the regular scale, and stated:

When discussing interest rates

continuance of moderate interest 
returns on high-grade bonds. There 
has been a tendency over the past 
decade to deny encouragement to 
thrift and saving. This is a very 
short-sighted policy because the 
continued prosperity of the country 
must depend on future savings, 
which are not encouraged by unfair 
treatment of those who have been 
savers in the past. Not only has 
the development of this country 
depended to a great extént on this 
sterling attribute of character 
present in such marked degree in 
our forefathers, but it is difficult 
to believe that lack of Saving and 
foresight can accomplish much that

Airline Parley 
Writes Charter 
For Industry 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Feb. ry 
(AP)—British and United States of- 
ficlals, in three weeks of negotia- 
tions here, have written a charter 
for air commerce which may set a 
pattern for the world. 

UNDER THE AGREEMENT — 
how awaiting approval in London 
and Washington—each nation may 
fly where it wishes, so often as it 
wishes, so long as it observes regu- 
lations designed to prevent cut-rate 
wars and fare gouging. 

A feature for the draft agreement 
ts a provision for quick consulta- 
tion between the two governments 
when one feels that the other's 
airlines are cutting unfairly into its 
traffic. 

Here are some of the major 
points learned from participants 
on both sides: 

1, Fares will be fixed for the 
first year by international airplane 
operators through their own orga- 
nization, meeting in New York 
about March 1. These fares will be 
subject to review by both govern- 
ments and must be reconsidered by 
operators at regular intervals to 
keep them adjusted to changing 
operating costs. No operator will be 
able to freeze a fare by refusing 
to join in an unanimous consent 
agreement for a new fare after a 
certain period has elapsed. 

2. There will be no limitation on 
the number of flights or the num- 
ber of seats sold on a flight. 

3. The right is granted to pick up 
traffic in one country and carry it 
to another country along the route. 

4, Route patterns linking the ter- 
titory of each country with the rest 
of the world have been agreed 
upon. 

, 5 Under a separate agreement, 
the two countries will permit each 
other and the airlines of other 
eountries having aviation agree- 
ments with them to use U.S. mili-| © 
tary bases on territory leased from 
Britain.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The baby's tiny, soft ears turn 
over easily when he rolls his head 
from side to side. This habit worries 
the mother who wants him to have 
ears which lie close to his head. 

Yet every baby, at some time 
or another, folds his ears forward 
when he sleeps and this alone could 
not be responsible for outstanding 
ears. 

Ears, like noses, mouths, heads 
and all the rest of our physical 
characteristics, are the result of 
heredity. While a baby who pulls 
persistently at one or both ears can 
pull the ears until they flare notice- 
ably, the ordinary incidents which 
might momentarily turn the ears 
forward will not ruin their shape 
permanently. 

It is well, as an aid to baby’s 
comfort, to see that his ears are 
flat to his head when he is laid in 
his crib. Then one can feel sure that 
any disturbance of the baby’s quiet, 
restful sleep will be avoided. 

LATER, IF HE begins to use his 
ears as playthings the mother can 
resort to a snug-fitting, net hood, 
which will prevent him from getting 
at his ears. This can be made over 
any hood pattern, which fits the 
head smoothly and be made of some 
porous material, such as cotton net, 
re-inforced around the edge with 
cotton tape.
